Shepherd Leftler and William Thompson, our representatives in congress be 
requested to use their influeJlce to procure from the government of the United 
States, a grant of land to aid in the construction of a railroad from Daven· 
port via Bloomington, Iowa City, Fort Desmoines to some suitable point near 
the Council Blu1fs, on the :\iissouri river.
